BEMUSED residents of a quiet 
Surbiton road have found them¬ 
selves slapped with £110-a-day 
fines for parking on their own 
driveways. 

Wardens started handing out 
tickets to cars parked behind six 
Cadogan Road houses last Friday, 
enraged motorists said. 

Tickets then appeared on cars 
on Saturday and Monday despite 
them being parked on private 
property driveways. The concrete 
driveways, though they belong to 
houses in Cadogan Road, are actu¬ 
ally in St Leonard’s Road. 

But when the confused owners 
complained to Kingston Council 
they were told they they would 
have to talk to parking services 
and prove that they had not been 
parked illegally through an offi¬ 
cial system. 


David Gilbert, 40, has come 
home from work to find a ticket on 
his black Audi three times. 

He said: “It is bemusing. After 
the first one I thought it was ob¬ 
viously some kind of mistake and 
would be easily sorted out. Then 
the fines just kept on coming. 

“When you try and talk to some¬ 
one at the council they tell you to 
talk to parking services but they 
just tell you that you have 
been photographed park¬ 
ing illegally and you 
will have to contest 
it like everyone else 
does. I’m essentially 
being fined £110 a 
day for parking on 
my own driveway.” 

Project manager 
Mr Gilbert has lived 
in Cadogan Road for 14 
years and claims he has 
never had any problems 
with parking on his property be¬ 
fore. 

The road does have permit hold¬ 
er only and paid for parking bay 


enforcement between 10am and 
4pm Monday to Friday. Yellow 
lines have been painted in some 
parts of the road to stop people 
parking over driveways and in 
front of garages. 

The fine for parking on the lines 
or without a permit is £110, re¬ 
duced to £55 if paid with 14 days. 

Mr Gilbert added: “One of the 
neighbours spotted the 
traffic warden and 
asked what he was 
doing but you just 
can’t get an an¬ 
swer from them. 

“We even got 
a ticket on Sat¬ 
urday when the 
parking restric¬ 
tions are not 
even in place. 

“It is unbelieva¬ 
ble really.” 

Kingston Councilsaid 
the Cadogan Road residents 
were parked illegally across grass 
verges. 

In a statement attributed to

driveways... 


Grove councillor Phil Doyle, 
who has responsibility for resi¬ 
dents’ services, it said the verges 
were “important green spaces 
which contribute to St Leonard’s 
Road being an attractive place to 
live”. 

But this image clearly shows 
cars parked on concrete drive¬ 
ways in front of the garages. 

The statement continued: “We 
have changed our parking en¬ 
forcement activity in St Leon¬ 
ard’s Road following complaints 
by residents. 

“Grass verges are part of the 
highway so parking on them is 
not permitted. 

“Parking restrictions also ap¬ 
ply to the crossovers along St 
Leonard’s Road and fixed penalty 
notices were recently issued to 
some local residents. 

“The council will cancel notic¬ 
es issued on the built crossovers 
and hopes that residents in the 
area will work with us to improve 
the situation for everyone for the 
future.”

THE iconic Bubbleworks 
ride at Chessington World of 
Adventures took its last spin 
last week, closing for good af¬ 
ter 26 years. 

The park announced in 
July that the beloved ride 
would close last Tuesday af¬ 
ter completing more than 15 
million circuits. 

Fans proclaimed their 
childhoods crushed and 
hearts broken by the news, 
with one saying that “my life 
has never had less of a pur¬ 
pose”. 

One even changed his 
name by deed poll to Pro¬ 
fessor Burp in its memory. 
Die-hard fans were given the 
chance to take a piece of the 
ride home with them in an 
auction earlier this month. 

The Kingston Guardian 
team visited the theme park 
for the final send-off in the 
Smokehouse BBQ restaurant 
near the ride for a cham¬ 
pagne reception. 

VIP guests headed through 


a stream of bubbles outside 
the restaurant towards the 
quirky water ride for the last 
time. 

Excitable families and chil¬ 
dren were greeted by none 
other than Professor Burp 
himself, who joined guests 
in the ‘bubble tubs’ floating 
around the ride’s circuit to 
tell them all about its history 


So far, the theme park has 
remained tight-lipped on 
what might replace the ride 
come March 2017, but it is ex¬ 
pected to be aimed at younger 
children. 

One Chessington staff 
member, who helped VIP 
guests hop on and off the 
foamy ride, said: “We’ve had 
people coming in at about 


4.40pm rushing to get in for 
the last day 

“It was pretty good to see 
people like that. People love 
it, everyone loves it. I know 
people who went on it as kids 
and have now come back as 
adults. It’s sad to see it go.” 

Another added: “I’m filled 
with a mix of emotions—joy 
from the pleasure of just 


coming off the ride, and of 
course, the hint of sadness. 
Bubbleworks is so impor¬ 
tant.” 

Rebecca Scott wrote on 
Twitter: “We’re meant to be 
going next month and now 
it won’t be the same without 
it.” 

Ian Bell tweeted: “The one 
thing I’ll miss most about 
the Bubbleworks is the mu¬ 
sic. Watching people bopping 
and singing along to it was 
always cheerful.” 

A spokeswoman said: 
“We’re all really sad to say 
goodbye to Bubbleworks and 
it was really emotional to 
see Professor Burp close the 
doors of his legendary facto¬ 
ry for the final time. 

“We will be announcing in 
due course what the new at¬ 
traction opening in 2017 will 
be and we’re sure people will 
love it as much as they loved 
Bubbleworks.” 

During the ride’s 26 years 
Professor Burp and his fac¬ 
tory helpers have soaked 32 
million people who boarded 
the bobbing bathtubs and 
travelled through the work¬ 
shop on 15 million circuits.

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Reveller was allegedly jealous of man at cocktail bar accompanied by women in attractive evening clothes 

Attack accused 'caused man brain injury’

A REVELLER kicked and punched 
a brilliant mathematician for telling 
him to stop pestering his ‘attractive’ 
female friends, a court heard. 

Etienne St Claire, 31, allegedly 
floored Daniel Dinneys with a punch 
before stamping on his head outside 
the Dirty Martini cocktail bar, Wood 
Street in the City of London. 

Mr Dinneys, who had been work¬ 
ing on high level bank security, 


suffered a broken jaw and a brain 
haemorrhage. 

Part of his skull had to be surgi¬ 
cally removed following the attack 
in June 2015. 

Timothy Forster, prosecuting, told 
the Old Bailey on Monday: “This 
is about a man who was kicked, 
punched and stamped on outside a 
bar in the City of London. 

“The defendant admits that he 
threw a punch, he says in reasona¬ 
ble self-defence. He admits that he 
used his foot - again in self-defence. 

“It was June 5 of last year and Mr 
Dinneys was out with his friends. 



“There was Mr Dinneys with his 
girlfriend, who was resting her head 
on his shoulder, as well as three fe¬ 
male friends who were dressed in 
smart evening wear, heels and se¬ 
quins. You may have thought they 
looked attractive.” 

Mr Forster told the court St Claire 
had been out with male friends at 
Dirty Martinis and bumped into the 
group as they awaited a minibus. 

He said: “St Claire began to pester 
the women, and was told repeatedly 
they were not interested. It may be 
he became frustrated and jealous of 
the fact that Mr Dinneys was with 
these women. 

“He asked: ‘Are they 
with you them?’ and, 
when Mr Dinneys said 
they were, he shouted: 
‘You the big man then?’ 

“Mr Dinneys asked him 
to leave the women alone, 
and St Claire pushed him 
forcing him to stagger. St

Claire then punched him hard in the 
face with a closed fist. 

“That caused Mr Dinneys to fall 
straight to the ground without at¬ 
tempting to break his fall. He had 
been knocked out and soon the 
blood began to flow.” 

The prosecutor said St Claire be¬ 
gan to stamp on Mr Dinney’s head 
and body as he lay unconscious. 

He added: “He had a fractured jaw 
and it is agreed that this fall caused 
serious brain injuries from which 
Mr Dinneys has not recovered. 

“Mr Dinneys will give no evidence 
as he has no recollection.” 

Mr Dinneys has been in intensive 
care and had an emergency opera¬ 
tion for a blood clot to the brain. 

Mr Forster added: “Another per¬ 
son who saw St Claire stamp on his 
head was a member of the door staff 
at Dirty Martini’s. 

“He recalls Mr Dinneys pushed 
him, St Claire pushed back and then 
St Claire punched him.”

The court heard St Claire left in a 
taxi but was identified via a restau¬ 
rant booking. 

Mr St Claire, of Richmond House, 
Sherbrooke Way, Worcester Park, 
denies causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent and a lesser alter¬ 
native charge. 

The trial continues.

ROAD CLOSED: Kingston Council has 
begun its trial closure of a Surbiton road 
for the next few months. Surbiton Crescent, 
which can be used as a cut through to 
Kingston town centre, closed to motorists 
on Monday, to stay closed for the next four 
to six months. 

SAFETY VIEWS: More 20mph zones could 
soon be introduced across Surbiton. King¬ 
ston Council is currently consulting on in¬ 
troducing the zones excluding Ewell Road, 
Upper Brighton Road, Portsmouth Road 
and Hook Road. The proposed scheme 
would be funded by Transport for London. 

HIGH DEPOSIT: Tenants renting a home 
or flat in Kingston pay almost £1,700 for 
a deposit - almost 75 per cent more than 
the national average. Deposit Protection 
Scheme figures revealed that the average 
deposit is £1,682.85, with the national aver¬ 
age at £970.48. 

NEW TRAINING: Staff at a New Malden 
care home have now been specially trained 
to help residents living with dementia.

Critics say council’s decision defies its policy 

Guildhall is given 
licence to party

LATE night corporate parties will be 
held at Kingston’s Guildhall after coun¬ 
cillors granted an application to sell 
alcohol at the venue - despite claims it 
contradicts their own policy. 

Engie Services appeared before 
Kingston Council earlier this month 
with an application to sell alcohol, pro¬ 
vide entertainment and play music at 
the Guildhall for wedding receptions 
and corporate events between 8am and 
midnight, seven days a week. 

The company hopes to rake in 
£500,000 over the next seven years by 
renting out the Queen Anne Suite and 
council chamber. 

The authority noted during the 
meeting that such an application in 
the town centre would normally run 
up against its ‘rebuttal presumption’ 
of refusal. A decision report said: “The 
licensing sub-committee took into ac¬ 
count concerns about the potential for 
noise nuisance and disturbance and 
the cumulative impact caused to adja¬ 
cent residents. 

“The licensing sub-committee was 
satisfied by the reassurances given.” 

Paul Kinsey who owns Kingston’s 
Viper Rooms, said: “[It] does seem

rather contradictory compared to the 
ways other establishments have been 
treated.” 

The Stable, an upmarket pizza chain 
with its sights set on Market House, 
was told last month it could not sell 
alcohol until midnight because it was 
likely to cause disruption. 

The council imposed restrictions, 
including that no drinks be consumed 
outside the building and that revellers 
must ‘respect the needs of local resi¬ 
dents’ by leaving quietly. 

A CCTV system outside the entrance 
will also be installed and an incident 
record kept by trading standards.

Trams among ideas put forward 
to tackle borough’s air pollution

HYBRID buses and car-free shop¬ 
ping were just some of the ideas 
put forward to tackle pollution in 
Kingston - or even a return to the 
borough’s tram system of decades 
past. 

Frank Kelly, a Kingston resident 
and professor of environmental 
health at Kings College, gave a talk 
at New Malden Methodist Church 
last Tuesday highlighting the is¬ 


sues facing the borough. 

London exceeded its air pol¬ 
lution limit just eight days into 
2016, with Kingston’s Cromwell 
Road, which houses the main bus 
station, highlighted as one of the 
most polluted areas in south Lon¬ 
don. 

Prof Kelly said that it was the 
borough’s heavy traffic flow, par¬ 
ticularly on the A3, and the ex¬ 
istence of diesel cars causing the 
problem. 

He said: “The new problem in 
cities is with the cars on the roads, 
the taxis, the lorries, all vehicles 
and their emissions.

“We are going to have people ad¬ 
mitted to hospital, we’ve got peo¬ 
ple who are attending A&E. 

“There is a real recognition 
now [on diesel cars], but there is a 
great worry that we are still going 
to have this problem in 10 years’ 
time.” 

In October last year, Kingston 
Council launched a public con¬ 
sultation into how to improve the 
borough’s air quality over the next 
five years, including introducing 
low emission buses and revising 
bus routes. 

Residents questioned Prof Kel¬ 
ly on what further measures can 
be taken, with one even asking: 
“Should we keep the windows in 
our houses closed?” 

Suggestions included the en¬ 
forcement of car-free shopping 
days, which Prof Kelly said had 
shown remarkable successes in 
pollution hotspots such as Oxford 
Street, in central London. 

The reintroduction of trams 
was also put forward as the elec¬ 
tric power would not cause pollu¬ 
tion. 

Trams have not run in the bor¬ 
ough since 1931. 

Liz Meerabeau, of the New 
Malden Residents’ Association, 
said: “In New Malden we’ve got 
some real issues, we are so close 
to the A3. 


“In my experience we’ve had 
extremely sluggish traffic flow 
through Worcester Park. 

“Personally I would be very in¬ 
terested to know what conversa¬ 
tions are being had between King¬ 
ston and Sutton about the traffic 
flow in Worcester Park.” 

Cathy Roberts, councillor for en¬ 
vironmental health, said: “We’ve 
never done anything like this be¬ 
fore so it’s going to take time. 

“There are small steps that we 
need to take, but we will get there.” 

Heathrow airport was also iden¬ 
tified as one of south-west Lon¬ 
don’s most polluted areas, which 
Prof Kelly put down to increasing 
traffic in the area rather than be¬ 
ing caused by planes. 


Coombe Girls’ 
exam success 

RECORD-BREAKING GCSE results 
landed Coombe Girls’ School in 13th 
place on the Daily Telegraph’s list of 
the country’s best comprehensives. 

Eighty-eight per cent of pupils at the 
New Malden academy gained five A* to 
C grades, while more than a third of all 
grades were an A* or A. 

And 94 per cent achieved an A* to C 
grade in both maths and English. 

Assistant head teacher Richard 
Jones said: “This year we’ve dramati¬ 
cally gone up in all our areas, in A-lev- 
el as well as GCSE. It wasn’t a shock to 
us—we knew that the cohort was very 
able. Staff provide the students sup¬ 
port not just in lessons but in breakfast 
meetings and other interventions.” 

Mr Jones, who has been at Coombe 
Girls’ for 23 years, attributed the suc¬ 
cess to a culture of early intervention 
when pupils struggle and close moni¬ 
toring of their work throughout their 
five years there. 

Tiffin Girls’ School was ranked at 
number two on the Telegraph ’s selec¬ 
tive state school list. 91.1 per cent of its 
grades were an A* or an A.

We need to get town cycling 


ABOUT two-and-a-half years ago 
Kingston Council was allocated 
£33 million from Transport for 
London (TfL) for cycling infra¬ 
structure, to increase cycling 
levels up to those achieved in 
Holland, and increasingly so in 
central London. 

The Kingston Cycle Campaign 
(KCC) played a small part in the 
Mini Holland bid process so we 
were very pleased that RBK were 
successful in achieving this fund¬ 
ing, fully support the objectives, 
and want them to succeed. 

The principal objective in 
the successful bid is to build a 
network of routes across the 


borough that provide continu¬ 
ous, direct, protected routes for 
cyclists, with minimum shared 
space with pedestrians, to and 
from principle centres in the 
borough. 

TfL’s research, and the feed¬ 
back that KCC consistently re¬ 
ceives, identifies a large poten¬ 
tial demand for cycling. With 60 
per cent of car journeys in Lon¬ 
don being less than three miles. 

However, parents won’t allow 
children to cycle to school, and 
the less confident and elderly 
won’t cycle on dangerous roads. 

The perception that the roads 
are dangerous, intimidating, 


with high traffic speeds and ag¬ 
gressive driving, inhibit the po¬ 
tential demand being realised. 

The benefits of cycling are 
well known; less pollution, bet¬ 
ter healthier, lower relieving 
congestion and parking issues, 
cheaper and more, reliable, and 
so on. 

So the funding, demand and 
potential were all in place, but 
what has been achieved so far? 
Sadly, nothing. 

The original programme was 
assumed, by most, to be about 
five years. We are now halfway 
into that time span. 

The only scheme started so far 


is on the Portsmouth Road. 

It’s not completed at either 
end and the Kingston Guardian 
has previously reported that it’s 
over budget. 

Go Cycle have recently con¬ 
sulted on four new schemes. 
KCC is very concerned about the 
ongoing successful implementa¬ 
tion of the Go Cycle objectives, 
based on progress to date. 

Are the full set of published 
proposals still achievable in 
the available time span and 
budgets? We sincerely hope so.

Singer Birdy talks to JIM PALMER about 
shyness, hearing her songs at the movies, her 
new music and her upcoming tour. 


IMAGINE sitting in a cinema watching a 
weepy movie and just as it reaches its sad¬ 
dest point your song comes on. A certain 
amount of artists would be chuffed, but 
Birdy couldn't help be distracted. 

The 20-year-old singer, who is heading 
out on tour this autumn, told us it's not al¬ 
ways a joy to hear your own music on the 
TV or at a film. 

She said: "If it's in an advert, it is always 
quite exciting because it pops up out of 
nowhere. I did a song for A Fault in Our 
Stars and I was just waiting for the whole 
way through the film thinking 'oh no' and 
'when's it going to come?' 

"And when I heard it I just felt really 
awkward: 'It isn't right - it's a sad mo¬ 
ment, I shouldn't be here'." 

It is a reaction that sums Birdy up pretty 
well. You will have heard her heart-rend¬ 
ing, tender songs but she shies away from 
the limelight. 

She said: "I am quite a private person I 
guess. Fame is not something I have ever 
wanted, it has come with things. 

"It is very unnatural to me, all of that. 
I'm quite shy so it is not something I 
enjoy. I have always focussed on the music 
because that is what I love and that is 
what I'm here to do." 

That shyness manifests itself in a charm¬ 
ingly idiosyncratic way when it comes to 
playing live, too. She loves performing and 
the thing that makes her most nervous is 
not the thousands of fans but the handful 
of her friends. 

She said: "I just love getting to perform 
with a band and to share that feeling on 
stage with them, and getting to see people 
enjoying the music. 


"I'm so excited (about the tour). I hav¬ 
en't really done a big UK tour so it is going 
to be really fun and I'm going to my home¬ 
town really, so it is going to be quite weird 
for me having some of my friends turn up 
who haven't really seen what I do. 

"It's a bit scary, actually. I prefer to get 
on with things secretly and hope it's OK." 

Amazingly for a 20-year-old, Birdy has 
already released three albums. 

Fame came to her very young. She was 
just 12 when she won the Open Mic UK 
competition in 2008 and her debut sin¬ 
gle, a cover of Bon Iver's Skinny Love, got 
worldwide attention when she was still 
just 14. 

She said: "It was a huge whirlwind, real¬ 
ly. I didn't know what was going on. I just 
went with it and hoped for the best." 

She added: "I was so lucky because I 
had a wonderful manager. 

"A lot of it was also having my parents 
with me. They travelled with me until I was 
18 and I couldn't have done it without 
them. I would have been terrified, I think." 

Birdy's new album, Beautiful Lies, was 
released in March and it marks another 
step forward for her as a songwriter. 

She said: "I can really hear that when I 
look back to my second album. I can hear 
myself trying to find what I like and experi¬ 
menting with production as well. 

"I feel like that album for me was lots of 
different things on one album whereas on 
this album it has all come together as a 
whole, which I really love. That was me just 
growing up a bit, I think." 

Birdy plays Hammersmith Apollo 
on October 20.

children's theatre is pulling out 
all the stops with a show celebrate 
reaching its 100th production. 

The Colour House Theatre, 
based in a grade II listed build¬ 
ing at Merton Abbey Mills, wilT 
notch up the century with a two- 
month run of Peter Pan until No¬ 
vember 6 boasting flying actors, 
Captain Hook, a hungry crocodile 
and a special appearance from 
one of soapland's most famous 
faces. 

Theatre manager Charlie Shake¬ 
speare, who adapted JM Barrie's 
book for the performance, said: 
"This one is a big special one. It's 
our 100th show. 

"We have got a new set design¬ 
er, new songs and lots that we're 
putting into it. We've got John 
Altman (Nasty Nick from East- 
Enders) in it. He is going to be in a 
pre-recorded sequence so he won't 
be there live but he will still be in 
the show on the big screen." 

Peter Wallder, who ran the the¬ 
atre when it first opened in 1995, 
returns to direct the show while 
a number of businesses have lent 
their support, including timber 
company Lawsons who donated 
wood to build the stage. 

Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
which was left the rights to Peter 
Pan by JM Barrie, were also helpful 
in making the show financially via¬ 
ble for the theatre. 

Mr Shakespeare said: "Since I 
have been here I have always want¬ 
ed to do it. We never thought we 
could. And it is the absolute per¬ 
fect show to celebrate on because 
you couldn't find a more magical 
kids' show." 

Colour House opened 21 years 
ago and was granted charitable 
status seven years ago. 

Mr Shakespeare said: "For a 


charity theatre that doesn't have 
any funding to reach 100 shows 
is quite a milestone. 

"We have had bits of funding 
in the past but we don't have any 
regular funding. We survive 100 
per cent on the box office tak¬ 
ings, so it is a big milestone for 
us. Not many theatres our size 
survive as long as we have." 

Of course, while theatres fo¬ 
cussing predominantly on young 
audiences are not all that prev¬ 
alent, Merton is in a privileged 
position with both Colour House 
and Polka in Wimbledon. 

Mr Shakespeare, who came to 
the theatre five years ago as an 
actor and has been theatre man¬ 


ager for the past three, said: "We 
offer something a bit different. 
It's more intimate what we do - 
it's only a 70 seat theatre - so it 
is quite nice to have the two. We 
each appeal to different people." 

He added: "We offer an af¬ 
fordable day out for families. It 
is something a bit different. Cer¬ 
tainly our children's parties, they 
are incredible. They come and 
have a party and see the show. 

"There is nowhere that offers 
anything quite like that. In this 
day and age it is hard to find 
little hubs like ours."

If you are looking to buy a new 
home as well as sell your own 
home, it is recommended that 
you put your house up for sale 
before you start looking for new 
properties. 

Some buyers even wait until they 


have had an offer made on their 
property before they start looking. 
You will then be able to time the 
process more effectively because 
you will have an idea as to how 
quickly you can sell and then you 
can estimate the price of what your 
new home can be. 

Negotiate the right price 

Your negotiating power as 
the seller will be affected by the 
following factors: 

- Amount of interest in your 
property - if offers are flooding in, 
you pick and choose as you wish, 
however if your property has 
been on the market for some time 
with no real interest, the weaker 
your negotiating position is as a 
seller. 

- Current market conditions - if 
demand exceeds supply, then you 
can expect to receive a favourable 
price for your home. However, if the 
market is slow, you will not have 
the same negotiating power. 

- Condition of the property - 


you will find it harder to negotiate 
if repair work is needed on your 
property. 

- Time pressure - the tighter 
your time scale to move, 

the weaker your position in 
negotiations. 

- Sentiment - selling your 
home can be a very emotional time 
but you are selling it, so try to 
keep your emotions out of 
negotiations. 

The negotiating power of 
the buyer will be affected by 
the following: 

Chain or no chain - buyers who 
are not involved in a chain are in 
a better negotiating position than 
those who are. 

Look for those who are: 

- First time buyers. 

- In-between homes (might be 
renting now). 

- Buying with cash. 

- Investing (this won't be their 
residence). 

- In a good position with 


their mortgage - buyers whose 
mortgages have been pre¬ 
approved will be a better position, 
than those who have to wait for the 
paper-work to be processed. 

- Undertime pressure - as with 
the seller, the tighter the time scale 
to move, the weaker their position 
in negotiations. 

Role of the estate agent 

- The estate agent works for 
the seller and they will try and get 
the highest possible price for your 
property. 

- They will know the condition 
of the market in their local area 
and the features of properties 
that make them more attractive to 
buyers. 

- Knowing their local market 
well, they should also be able to 
identify key factors in the local 
area that potential buyers may be 
looking for, such as local schools 
and transport links.

The Mazda3 Fastback boldly 
goes where few cars have 
sold before. In considering 
this lightly improved version, 
JONATHAN CROUCH wonders 
whether this small saloon 
can change the script. 

BACKGROUND: The Mazda3 
makes all kinds of sense as a 
hatchback, but as a Fastback 
saloon? Most buyers won't be so 
sure. But in an effort to convince 
them, Mazda has pulled out all the 
stops. The Fastback offers more 
luggage space, is more efficient 
and is arguably better looking. 

In this improved version, the 
brand's latest 'SKYACTIV-VEHICLE 
DYNAMICS' 'G-Vectoring Control' 
system improves the handling, 
plus there's a smarter cabin and 
enhanced safety tech. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: It's a 
fact. Turn a family hatchback into 
a saloon car and you'll suddenly 
decimate its sales chances, in the 
UK at least. It's strange because 
the opposite is true on the other 
side of the pond, where sedans 
are viewed as more upmarket 
propositions than hatches, so you 
see all sorts of unlikely vehicles 
sprouting trunks from their 
posteriors. So while we've had 
some very good small saloons, they 
tend to be viewed with suspicion 
and it's a script that Mazda will 


need to do very well to change with 
its Mazda3 Fastback. 

The Mazda3 story to date is 
fairly straightforward. The first 
generation car appeared in 2003, 
based largely on Ford Focus 
underpinnings. That model was 
replaced by a sleeker and more 
modern hatch in 2009, and now 
we're on generation three, a 
design first launched in 2013, then 
updated in the Autumn of 2016 
to reate the version we're looking 
at here. The one thing that unites 
all these models is that they look 
nothing like each other. Always an 
underachiever, the Mazda3 offers 
a broad range, and a closer look 
at this improved Fastback model 
suggests that this breadth certainly 
hasn't come at the expense of 
depth. 

Unlike the hatchback version, 
the Mazda3 Fastback doesn't 
get the entry-level 100PS 1.5-litre 
petrol powerplant and it also does 
without the 165PS 2.0-litre. So 
that means buyers get a restricted 
choice of one 2.0-litre petrol 
engine and two diesels (a 1.5 
and a 2.2-litre unit). The 2.2-litre 
diesel will cover the sprint to 
62mph in 8.1 seconds, thanks to its 
punchy 150PS output. The 2.0-litre 
petrol engine is good for 120PS. 
Performance? Think rest to 62mph 
in 8.9 seconds for the manual 
version and a few tenths slower for 


the six-speed automatic models. 
Both engines are high quality 
units. Mazda predicts the petrol 
engine will account for the greater 
proportion of sales, but the diesel's 
380Nm of torque is hard to resist. 
DESIGN AND BUILD: A key 
dynamic change for this improved 
Mazda 3 is the addition of 
what the brand calls 'GVC' - or 
'G-Vectoring Control', parts of its 
'SKYACTIV-VEHICLE DYNAMICS' 
range of technology systems. This 
is essentially one of those torque 
vectoring set-ups, this one able 
to vary engine torque to optimise 


the load on each wheel, providing 
more precise handling as well as 
a smoother ride under virtually 
any driving conditions. Diesel- 
powered models get high-precision 
boost control, which enhances 
accelerator responsiveness, along 
with 'Natural Sound Frequency 
Control' and what's called a 
'Natural Sound Smoother' to 
improve refinement. 

COST: Prices are identical to those 
of the hatchback which means 
that the Fastback range kicks off 
at around £17,500 and tops out 
at around £23,000. Within that 


£5,500 window are a considerable 
number of different trim, engine 
and transmission combinations, 
based around five trims, two 
transmissions and three engines. 
The trim levels open with SE, step 
up through SE Nav, SE-L, and SE-L 
Nav, topping out with the Sport 
model. 

Buyers can get refinements like 
a head-up display, touch-screen 
satellite-navigation and mobile 
internet connectivity. The mobile 
system is particularly interesting, 
following the likes of Toyota into 
the market with a system that 


allows the car to pair with a 
smartphone and display Facebook 
and Twitter updates. A nine- 
speaker Bose audio system is also 
available. Safety equipment hasn't 
been neglected either, with the 
latest Mazda3 featuring a forward 
warning system which monitors 
vehicles in front, smart braking 
which primes the brakes if it senses 
they may be needed and rear 
vehicle monitoring which checks 
your three-quarter blind spot. 
There's also a high beam control 
that automatically dips your lights 
when it senses oncoming traffic.
